An 
informal conference was held on April 20, 2004, with the Commission sraff and Alexander 
Propedes was given time to clue the alleged violations and an lnformal Conference was 
scheduled for July 6, 2004. 

The apartment complex owned by Alexander Properties is master metered which is a 
problem because the properry owners are not a utility and are not as familiar with the pipeline 
safety laws as utilities. Alexander Properties has been in conract with Columbia Gas of 
Kentucky concerning a remedy to its problems; however, Columbia Gas will not bc in a position 
ro give a decision as 10 i% possible take over of the gas supply for approximately thirty (30) days. 
I have personally spoken with Judy Cooper of Columbia Gas about this matTer and she said tliey 
are negotiating in good faith, but it would be a least three weeks before a decision is made to 
resolve the situation. 

Alexander Properties request that rhe July 6, 2004 Infoma1 Conference be continued for 
approximately thirty (30) day in order rhar the siruarion will have a chance to be resolved 
berween Alexander Properties and Columbia Gas.
